Niel - 


There just happens to be a mention of this very subject in this 
(November) months ER in "The Restoration Corner". 


One way is to go into the left side (looking from the front) of the VFO 
housing by removing the side panel. This is OK if you have the version 
without the little "porch" chassis behind the Function switch, AND if 
the PTT relay mod has not been done. 


The other way is to remove the front panel entirely, which makes it 
eas(y)ier to get into the VFO. The only caveat with the front panel 
method is to remove the VFO vernier -WITH- the front panel rather than 
removing the panel and letting the vernier "hang out" on the front of 
the VFO. The vernier is solid brass, and fairly heavy, even if you 
don't accidentally bump it. It's supported only by the front panel and 
a phenolic flexible coupler. This coupler is not only fragile, it's 
also made of unobtainium, primarily since one side accepts a 1/4" 
diameter shaft and the other side accepts a 3/16" shaft. Johnson knew 
this, and thoughtfully provided a hole in the main chassis to allow you 
to reach through from underneath with a long screwdriver and loosen the 
setscrew on the coupler, allowing you take the vernier drive off with 
the front panel! (THAT's what that hole is for!!!) 


The author also recommended leaving the new resistor INSIDE the VFO 
compartment. I agree, (for what that's worth,) in that it helps the VFO 
compartment reach "operating temperature" quicker. The entire 
transmitter runs pretty hot, and with that resistor outside the VFO the 
heat has to permeate the VFO enclosure only from the outside, giving a 
long, slow warmup. 


The original resistor was 18K, which regulating to 150VDC from the 300V 
B+ results in a maximum regulator current of 11 mA and about 2.25W 
dissipated in the resistor itself. The minimum regulator current is 5 
mA. Since the VFO tube is "in parallel" with the VR tube DC wise, 
assuming the VFO screen draws approximately 3-5 mA there is enough 
headroom for regulation, even if the B+ drops due to line voltage 
changes, etc. 


With a 22k resistor, the maximum regulator current is a little less than 
7 mA and a little over 1W dissipated in the resistor. In this case, if 
you add the VFO current the @A2 no longer has it's minimum 5 mA and 
ceases to regulate, allowing the VFO to follow whatever changes occur in 
the B+. 


A reasonable replacement resistor is an 18k at 7W.

Niel, 


You have encountered a long running situation that has 
been described in many ways. My favorite was by Al, 
N5AIT, one of the founders of the Classic Exchange 
"CX", who reported to this august reflector several 
years ago: " Took it out of the case ... and found it 
wearing the electronic equivalent of a chastity belt. 
How on earth do I get inside...?" 


There was a recent ER article (ER #186, Nov. 2004, Pg 
34) suggesting that removing the front panel was 
easier than entering the VFO compartment from the side 
to address the resistor problem. I beg to differ! 


I have replaced the notorious resister in question 
(R3) in my Ranger I without removing the front panel 
or the entire VFO case. What, you say, how can that 
be? 


My Ranger has the PTT relay and the keying mod on the 
little chassis so it has all the mechanical 
challenges. However, with enough patience, needle 
nose pliers, socket driver, long screwdriver twisting 
and perhaps a cold long neck 807 waiting as a reward, 
it can be done by just removing the LEFT side panel of 
the VFO compartment. This approach was suggested by 
John, K5M0, several years ago and it really works. 


Just remove the six screws holding the left (viewing 
the Ranger from the front) side plate of the VFO box. 
You do not need to remove any screws from the top. 
Flip the Ranger over and remove the two nuts holding 
that side of the VFO box down. Tricky parts: getting 
a very long bladed screwdriver through the edebris of 
the keyer and OPERATE switch to get to the lowest 
screw on the right side and getting the long nose 
pliers through the crystal socket area to get the nut 
near it. After replacing the resistor, reinstalling 
the side plate is much easier (or at least it seemed 
that way). 


I chose to put the replacement resistor under the 
chassis and just solder a jumper across the defective 
one in the VFO box - easier than removing and rewiring 
in the box. Some folks advocate replacing the resistor 
in the VFO box to add heat and thereby contribute to 
the stability of the VFO. I have not seen a 
significant difference. Also, some folks advocate 
replacing the OA2 with a Zener diode. I think that 
depends upon your feelings toward hollow state vs. 
solid state. I still have the OA2. 


Good luck and be sure to have your Ranger on the air 
for the next CX, the Sunday after the Super Bowl. A 
number of its relatives from the Johnson family will 
be there.

Apparently the gentle nudge and suggestion approach to the issue of 
improving the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and maintaining 
our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio is falling on DEAF EYES! 


PLEASE READ THIS AND SAVE IT BECAUSE IT IS IMPORTANT!!! 


The list culture is to include only those portions of a prior post 
that are required to maintain the context of your comments. We have 
always tried to reduce the amount of "chaff" on the list, and this 
is one good way. 


In private mail between you, a subscriber, and me, as list manager, 
I really don't care one way or the other, but when posting to the list, 


there are at least two issues of concern: 


1) the increased bandwidth from including extra text. 


With the trial subscriptions and full members, the number of copies 
of each post mailed out change the impact of each extra word so that 
each single character becomes 1,000 characters of mail! 


2) by not editing out included text, it sends a not at all subtle 
message to the list, that the poster considers his/her own time 
required to merely swipe his mouse across the text and tap the delete 
key, to be more valuable than the collective time and energy of the 
600-700 readers on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 


This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfeit posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.
